Gandhi produced and directed by Richard Attenborough now 
showing throughout Canada and the USA purports to reveal the 
personal life of Mahatma Gandhi. The film starts at the end of 
Gandhi's life then circling back to the beginning of his life as a 
young Asian lawyer in South Africa. 

Attenborough outlines the role Gandhi played in resisting the 
racist policies of the South African regime against Asians. 
However, early black struggle is not shown in this film, nor its 
relation to the Asian struggle. 

The film depicts him as a spirited figure, who at the beginning 
of the early 1900's launches into the supposed movement for in- 
dependence in India. We follow his life up to the partition of In- 
dia (1947) into West Pakistan (now Pakistan), India and East 
Pakistan (now Bangledesh). 

The myth goes that the British, with the help of Lord Mount- 
batten (then ex-colonizer of Burma), "gave" India her 
"freedom. ,, We are led to believe that India became an indepen- 
dent country when the British left to fight the war on the home- 
front. But for the poor and feudally oppressed the "transfer of 
power" merely meant that the colour of the ruling class changed 
from pinkish- white tt> imperial-brown. Bronzing of the ruling 
classes is no substitute for the social, political and economic 
changes needed for one of the poorest countries in the world. 

If we are to accept the analysis that it was through an 
amalgamation of Gandhi's one-dimensional passivity, non- 
violence and vegetarianism and Nehru's "inherited" political 
slickness that constitutional freedom was given, then we must 
side with Mrs. Gandhi's present regime. Only with her 
wholehearted support and 2.5 million sterling ($7 million Cana- 
dian) of Indian government funding did the Attenborough pro- 
ject proceed. 

While this film was being shot a vast famine was ravaging the 
area surrounding Bombay. Also remember that Mrs. Gandhi's 
government is funding one of the most elaborate building pro- 
jects — the multi-million dollar Asian games complex in Delhi — 
replete with western-style highway fly-overs and high rises to 
boot. 

Mahatma Gandhi in Attenborough's eyes is a perfect combina- 
tion of progressive political ideologies (travelling third class rail 
by reserving îhe entire carriage) and political activitsm (civil- 
disobediance and vegetarianism). 

Another more credible version of the "independence" move- 
ment is that Gandhi manipulated religion, a language the masses 
were accustomed to, for the injection of political passivity.

Students support strike

Students and staff came 
together last night to express 
solidarity for McGill's unionis- 
ed workers and the Québec 
Common Front. 

The founding meeting of the 
McGill strike support commit- 
tee was held yesterday in the 
University centre. 

Ed Kowalchuk, McGill 
residence negotiating committee 
representative for the Service 
Employees Union, said to the 
group, "The negotiations have 
never been allowed to start, we 
haven't been moving, we've just 
been blocked." 

The union has to negotiate 
sectorially with the government 
and locally with McGill. Accor- 
ding to Kowalchuk, McGill 
negotiators have waited for 
government legislation to im- 
pose the contract with universi- 
ty workers. 

"We keep getting stalled, it's 
an effort .to get them" to stay at 
the negotiating table," said 
Kowalchuk. 

McGill members of the Ser- 
vice Employees Union renewed 
their strike mandate last Sunday 
and are prepared to walk out 
next Wednesday. Other sections 
of the union, notably at Univer- 



sité de Québec and Université de 
Montréal, will be Voting in the 
next few days. 

The committee formed four 
smaller groups to work on 
specific 5 projects: 
•One plans to lobby student and 
faculty associations for strike 
support. A petition is being cir- 
culated calling for the Students' 
Society to back the union. 
•Another group is establishing, 
meetings and study sessions to 
provide students and staff with 
strike background and informa- 
tion. 

•A publicity group was struck 
to produce pamphlets, letters to 
faculty members and press 
releases. The fourth group 



began co-ordinating picket 
duties, potential support 
demonstrations' and informa- 
tion tables. 

Staff and student strike sup- 
port committees have played 
key roles in McGill's two 
previous strikes (1973 and 
1980). According to strike sup- 
port committee members, stu- 
dent support can be critical in 
speeding an equitable resolution 
of the dispute. 

"People don't strike for fun, 
there's real hardship for 
everyone involved. We have to 
let campus know what the real 
reasons for this strike are and 
then students will support the 
workers," said one member.

Strike briefs 

•The Québec government's Bill 70 extended the contracts of 
unionised university workers and imposed a 19.45 per cent 
pay cut when contracts expired December 1, 1982. University 
workers were not negotiating directly with the government, 
nor did university administrations demand Bill 70 or save any 
money by it, 

The public sector contract for Common Front workers ex- 
pired January 1, 1982 after unsuccesful renegotiations with 
the Québec government. Common Front workers also got a 
19.45 per cent wage cut over three months followed by a wage 
regression. In addition, the government imposed its own 
three-year contract. 

The Québec Labour Code bans strikes while a contract is in 
effect. Since the government has imposed three-month con- 
tracts for university sector unions and three-year contracts for 
the Common Front, any strike held by those unions during 
that time is illegal. 

•Students at the McGill School of Social Work will not go to 
classes or do their field work during the public sector general 
strike. This was decided unanimously in a general meeting of 
the Social Work Students' Association. 

Social Work students spend part of their week in practical 
training at various social service facilities where most 
employees — including some students — are union members 
who will be walking out this week. 
. "Our faculty has been very cooperative," said Jackie Mac- 
Donnel, president of the Social Work Students' Association. 
The director of the School at the time, Myer Katz,and Judie 
McGill, field co-prdinator, agreed students would not be held 
liable for classes or work experience missed. Katz is now on 
sabbatical, but MacDonnel will meet with the acting director 
shortly. 

"We'll be actively out on the picket lines," MacDonnel 
said. "That's seen as part of our field experience." 

•The strike by McGill's 
. 400 unionised- 
maintenance workers, 
scheduled for Wednes- 
day February 2, is not 
yet certain. 

The strike would in- 
clude unionised workers 
in the university sector as 
a whole and an absolute 
majority has not yet 
voted to strike as some 
unions have not yet held 
~~ their strike votes. Final 
results of all the votes are 
expected by Friday mor- 
ning. McGill workers 
voted 94 per cent in 
favour of a strike on 
Sunday. 

If McGill's workers do 
not strike February 2, 
they will probably strike 
on March 1 when their 
government-imposed 
contract expires.

•The University is officially claiming they are making no, 
special strike provisions. The secretary of Senate said since 
the strike would be illegal, 'business as usual' will be the order 
of the day. This also means Senate regulations on staff and 
student rights during a strike do not apply, since they pertain 
only to legal strikes. 

In fact, high-level university managers have already held at 
least one in-camera meeting establish strike policy. Since the 
university was accused of scabbing during the last strike 
because managerial staff were instructed to.assume the duties 
of sfriking maintainence workers, administrators may 
hesitate to do it again. 

Despite official statements, teaching staff are receiving a 
university memo telling them, in effect, that standard 
operating procedure for a legal strike will apply. Staff who 
respect picket lines will be docked pay for the amount of work 
lost due to their action although salaries may, be difficult to 
calculate since professors can continue working at home. 

If the University is willing to grant staff the usual pro- 
cedures for a strike, then they should do the same for 
students. Still, no official word from the F. Cyril James

Herzog: 

unacclaimed 

documentarist

Any way you look at it, Werner Her- 
zog is unique. The only ambiguity is 
whether he is a madman or a genius. 
During the making of his last feature 
Fitzcarraldo, he wondered aloud if 
anyone would ever give him money to 
make another film or if he might instead 
end up in an asylum. 

The man whom Francois Truffaut 
called "the greatest film maker alive to- 
day" is primarily known for his feature 
films (such as Aguirre, Wrath of God 
and Nosferatu to name two) but has also 
directed several documentaries which 
have received much less critical and 
commercial acclaim. This is, in part, due 
obviously to Herzog's own priority of 
fictional features. But the fate of his 
non-fictional films is not helped by the 
prevalent apathy toward documentary 
film making. In spite of this, several of 
his shorter films were shown at the 
Museum of Fine Arts on Saturday. 

The best was La Soufrière about a 
supposedly inevitable volcanic eruption 
in Guadeloupe. The scientists said it had 
to happen and so 75,000 citizens were 
evacuated. Only three destitute peasants 
refused to .leave. In characteristic 
fashion, Herzog dropped his other pro- 
jects arriving from Germany with three 
camera-men within two days of the an- 
nouncement of the imminent eruption. 

Fascinated by the danger — the 
possibility of catastrophe — and by 
these men's indifference toward death, 
Herzog boasted afterwards, "We 
treated it with great disrespect, Jôrg and 
I walked all the way up to the crater and 
pissed in it. The matter of fear doesn't 
come up. Nobody else could have made 
the film, and somebody had to. I sup- 
pose you will realize from this that in 
some way I have resolved the death 
question." 

Self-congratuiation aside, La 
Soufrière is funny in a deadpan way (if 
you're fond of black humour) and is a 
strong editorial on an economic system 
that creates passive misery like that of 
the peasants on the slope of the volcano 
whose futures are so bleak that even the 
fear of death has been extinguished. 

Less successful is his portrait of 
livestock auctioneers in Pennsylvania 
How Much Wood Would a Woodchuck 
Chuck. He is fascinated by the auc- 
tioneers' perversion of the language for 
its musical qualities but is frightened by 
their speech as a perverse by-product of 
capitilism. In an irony Herzog would 
have appreciated, the copy screened at 
the Museum created further linguistic 
bafflement. Originally made in english, 
it had ben dubbed into german, and then 
badly translated english sub-titles were 
added. 

. The Great Ecstasy of the Sculptor 
Steiner was the most poetic of the 
documentaries. It is an ode to Walter 
Steiner, woodcarver and skier — con- 
sidered by many to be the best ski- 
jumper in the world — and is most 
memorable for the slow-motion 
photography of Steiner flying through 
the air as he risks his life to save his 
dreams. 

Herzog, appearing more morbid than 
usual as he narrates the film, is attracted 
by Steiner's ability to push Nature's

McGill plays war

Have war will travel. 
Two McGill plays, transporting 
various surreal images make an indict- 
ment of how really awful a big war can 
be and how silly a lot of the people in- 
volved act. 

When Guernica and Picnic on the Bat- 
tlefield by Arrabal descend from some 
European anti-war tradition onto 
Players Theatre you get a weird melange 
of flashing lights and political aphorism 
hovering on the stage. 

The Tuesday Night Café Theatre 
presentation of the plays was in places 
well-acted, but as an anti-war experience 
just out of nowhere. 

Guernica, based on the bombing of a 
small town during the Spanish civil war, 
has an interesting set-up but gets little 
beyond oblivion which incidentally ap- 
pears to be the subject of the play. 

A man and a woman are sitting in the 
rubble of their bombed out house. 
Within a set, ingeniously made up of 
newspapers and cardboard, the pair go 
through various debates on the . sex 
they've been having together. Intermit- 
tently they cringe for a series of bomb- 
ings accompanied oddly each time by the 
passing of a gun-toting old woman in 
front of the stage. 

Effi Mayer plays the wife trapped in 
thé bathroom. The rocks fall on her dur- 
ing the bombing and she complains 
about the wounds she recieves. The 
man, played by Jimmy Simon, makes 
feeble efforts to extract her from the 
bathroom, questioning her about pain 
and at the same time defending his abili- 
ty to have an erection. 

Mayer, does quite well within her con- 
fines expressing herself mostly through 
differing levels and inflections of com- 
plaining, wailing, and shrieking. Simon, 
who had the entire stage to use for some 
reason limits himself to a small part of 
it, but consistently keeps up a bumbling 
nondescript character. 

At intervals, a person wearing 
something like a Nazi uniform confronts 
him, delivers short' bursts of mocking 
laughter and at one point knocks him 
down to eat a chocolate bar sitting on his 
back. Victor DeCicco is a natural at 
playing the fascist officer. 
He returns to the woman agitated. 



"You and your passion for reading in 
the lavatory," he exclaims. 

The play ends with a conclusive bom- 
bing. The lights come up. The bathroom 
and the people are gone. All that is left is 
newspaper and a single red balloon. 

An obnoxious woman, dressed safari 
sty'le and well-effected by Marcia Chap- 
pell, waltzes out and pronounces that 
she shall turn the whole thing into a 
novel. 

The second play, Picnic on the Bat- 
tlefield is more cohesive. It too begins on 
a bomb theme as a prostrate human 
figure writhes to explosions. The lights 
come up and a nervous soldier played by 
Stephen Souter is there. 

He is walkie talkieing his comm anding 
officer when suddenly his parents arrive 
with picnic basket and umbrella. The 
father, an arrogant loudmouthed hatted 
man, (Howard Rosenstein), starts talk- 
ing about the joy of warfare while the 
mother arranges the meal. The soldier, 
slighty perplexed by the situation, sub- 
mits to them. 

"Have you been cleaning your teeth" 
mother demands. ^ 

An enemy soldier appears and they 
capture her (Lisa Ridgeway). The father 
flashes a photograph of his son standing 
one foot on the captured soldier. 

The end comes as the wife gets up and 
puts on a flamenco record whereupon 
the four of them begin to square dance 
quite convulsively around the stage. By 
this point the play has become a good 
argument for the opposite of what it is 
meant to advocate and the dancers are 
machine-gunned. A nice touch. 

Both plays seem to effect lucid 
statements that there is something 
strange about war. The sporadic direc- 
tion and special effects give you the un- 
canny sense of having discovered video 
game theatre. The presentation and 
perhaps the script make war the ultimate 
flashing beeping nuisance. 

The selection of the plays re-affirms 
the unfortunate rule in Canadian theatre 
of importing European plays in an at- 
tempt to better explain many things and 
especially things like war. For an hour or 
so the daily threat of nuclear annihila- 
tions seemed to dissappear into bizarre 
dramatic blabberings.

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The latest production 01 Le ineaire ex- 
périmentale des femmes offers strong 
proof that good poetry does not 
necessarily transfer well to the stage. 

Le rire de l'étrangère is a montage of 
poems and monologues by writer 
Suzanne Jacob, selected and conceived 
by Laurence Jourde. Despite competent 
direction (also by Jourde), and the 
valiant efforts of five energetic actresses, 
Le rire de l'étrangère is almost totally 
lacking in dramatic interest. 

The unifying concept of the play is a 
fairly hackneyed pretext for presenting 
Jacob's writings: a group of strangers 
meet in a train station, bare their souls, 
and by the end of the play, discover that 
they have something in common, despite 
appearances to the contrary. 

Along the way, we ' are treated to 
several didactic and stereotypical 
speeches about the necessity of breaking 
away from the repressiveness Of a 
patriarchal society. In the atmosphere of 
Le théâtre expérimentale des femmes, 
such preaching to the converted takes on 
an irritatingly self-congratulatory tone. 

The play opens in an atmosphere of 
quiet desperation as we meet three of the 
characters: a woman who has just walk- 
ed away from her seemingly-idyllic 
middle-class marriage; a young woman 
ç saddled with her dying mother-in-law, 
" and an elderly, senile bag-lady. 

Two gypsies suddenly arrive, and ex- 
plode the" atmosphere of gloom. 
Epitomizing freedom and sensuality, 
and acting as alter-egoes to the three 
troubled women, the gypsies dance, 
sing, stamp, and shout in an attempt to 
lead the despairing trio to self-awareness 
and creative affirmation of their iden- 
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whole out of disparate writings, and in- 
ject some conflict and interest into the 
characters' interaction through- the 
catalytic presence of the gypsies are 
clever, but unsuccessful. The fast-paced 
staging and innumerable bits of stage 
business are obviously intended to pro- 
vide some momentum in an otherwise 
very static and linear production. While 
relatively diverting, the frantic move- 
ment about the playing area, and the ac- 
tresses' often frenzied delivery ultimate- 
ly do a disservice to Jacob's writing, 
distracting the audience, and allowing 
little time to absorb the impact of the 
poetry. 

The five actresses work hard 
throughout Le rire, and are responsible 
for whatever dynamism and appeal the 
production possesses. Anne-Marie Pro- 
vencher as Josette Phaneuf,. rehearsing 
the speech she will deliver in divorce 
court, and Louise Laprade and Monique 
Richard as the exuberant gypsies are 
particularly noteworthy. In the final 
analysis, however, despite the actresses' 
energy, and a charming set, imaginative 
lighting and colourful costumes, Le rire 
de l'étrangère is unsuccessful as a 
dramatic vehicle.

The film raises the usual 
questions about Herzog's possi- 
ble exploitation of his subjects 
versus his artistic achievements 
but doesn't come close to 
answering them. 

There's one scene where 
Steiner has just landed on his 
head — at a speed of about 140 
kmh. The camera focuses on 
Herzog on the sidelines and he 
starts talking very excitedly 
about the possibility of this be- • 
ing the end of the movie. The 
frightening image conjured is of 
Herzog positively basking in the 
mortal drama he's chronicling.

•In a strongly worded statement yesterday, a Québec student 
association condemned the Lévesque government and sup- 
ported the Common Front in the current public sector strikes. 

The president of the Association Nationale des Etudiant(e)s 
du Québec (ANEQ), Edith OucIIet, said "because of their 
hypocritical, despotic and authoritarian attitude the 
Lévesque-Bérubé government must beheld uniquely responsi- 
ble for the conflict, which starting today, has paralysed public 
and para-public services, including education." 

L'ANEQ, comprised of 16 CEGEPs and three universities 
totaling some 75 thousand students, also believes the 
government-imposed contract will cause a "degradation in 
the quality of education, health services and the general stan- 
dard of living of all Québec residents," the statement read. 

"If the government's only objective was to reduce the 
deficit, they would have been content to just cut salaries. 
However, at the same time, they used (the decrees) to attack 
the unions on non-salary issues," said Ouellet.
